Amebic an Watchbs. — It is generally known that 
watciie* of American tnfi-.iufacture are now coming 
into c attentive use. They are characterized by sev- 
eral features of special peculiarity. The first of 
tbeae l> the absence of the fusee and chain. These 
parts, which were very necessary for equalizing the 
force in the old verge watch, are continued by the 
English in the modern lever watch, but in the Swiss 
watches, which perform so excellently, no such parts 
exurt. The second feature is such an arrangement 
of the parts as to lessen the liability of the watch 
to stop from the pressure of foreign substances, and 
at the same time to facilitate the discovery of any 
cause of derangement, almost the entire tram being 
fully open to view. The third and distinguishing 
feature is the principle of making every watch and 
every part the duplicate of every other. ThL> 
plan has been so far adhered to that every move- 
ment will fit every case, aud many parts can l>e 
transferred from watch to watch without alteration. 
Any deficiencies in the earn ing out of this principle 
are in great part remedied by a system of registra- 
tion at the factory. 



From Aid rx Cockty. — A correspondent in Allen 
county writes u-> that a heavy snow fell in that sec- 
tion on Sunday evening, April 5th, after which the 
ground froze to the depth of an inch. An abundance 
of ice is yet to be found on the ponds and creeks.

BritLh relations with Mexico continued in an un- 
settled state. Seirer Montes, Minister of Foreign 
Relationx. steed !irm in the opinion that the acquit- 
tal of Senor Degollado by the Congress satisfies the 
pro\ Uions of the late agreement entered into be- 
tween the Mexican Government and the British re- 
presentative, when relations were renewed. It was 
not know ti what view the British Government would 
finally take of the matter.

Tuf Fkost Socth.— The Memphis Bulletin of 
the 7th says: 

After a fall of considerable ra in on Saturday night 
and Sunday, the weather suddenly turned very 
cold and Sunday was one of the coldest ever before 
known here in April. Ice formed to over an inch 
in thickness, the ground was frozen solid enough to 
bear a loaded drav, and the fruit aud young vegeta- 
tion w ere completely killed.

Pi. at Houses at Siiaksfkark's Time. — In 
S'aakspeare's time there were no less than seven prin- 
cipal theatres in London, besides such occasional 
houses as the Swan and the Rose. The Blackfriars. 
which Shukspeare joiued in the first instance, and 
never left, was built in 1576. There was a space in 
f (i it to turn coaches in, aud part of the ground is 
still called Playhouie-yard. The Globe belonged to 
the same company, and was their summer house. 
There were playbills issued, containing only the 
name of the play. They w ere pasted up on post", 
and hence the term "posters," now indiscriminately 
applied to all bills pasted up on walls. Hence also 
the term, "Knights of the Post," applied to the fel- 
lows who lurked about the posts at the inns of court 
and the doors of the sheriff*, ready to give fictitious 
bail or take false oaths. The Globe was open at the 
top; the pit, separated from the stage by a paling, 
was without floor or seats, aud its occupants were 
called the "groundlings," whose "inexplicable 
dumb show ana noi-e" ure alluded to by Hamlet. 
There was a scaffold for a (-allery, with boxes un- 
derneath; and the orchestra, consisting chiefly of 
trumpets, hautboys, cornets, recorders, and viols, 
were placed in a lofty balcony, or upper stage-box. 
The price of admission to the boxes was Is, de- 
scending, in other parts of the hou*e, to 6d, 2d, and 
Id. The prices were doubled, and sometimes trebled, 
on the night of a new play. 

The performance commenced at one; but the hour 
was afterwards altered to three, which continued 
through subsequent reigns to the 17th century. The 
proscenium was divided from the stage by a curtain 
which opened in the middle. At the first sounding 
of the trumpet the curtain opened; at the third the 
performance commenced by Prologue coming in, in 
a long, velvet dress. There were traverses, or cur- 
tains, ut the back of the stage, and a balcony to re- 
present battlements or any other elevation that might 
be required. The changes of scene were indicated 
by sign-boards. The roof of the stage was painted 
sky blue to represent heaven; and w hen a starless 
or'tenipestuous night was required itwas hung with 
black. 

The stage was lighted by two branches, and the 
body of the house by cresset lights, formed of ropes, 
w reathed and pitched, and placed in open iron lan- 
terns, occasionally iuterspersed with wax tapers in 
the boxes. 

The stage was strewn with rushes. Young gal- 
lants, entering through the tiring house, sat on 
stools on the stage, for which they paid extra, to ex- 
hibit their finery and play at cards. The audiences 
were generally "very vociferous, playing at cards, 
eating fruit, and smoking tobacco. 

When a tragedy was played the stage was hung 
in black. The performance generally lasted two 
hours and ended with a dance. 

Actors were paid by shares — a primitive system 
still observed bv maiiy of the traveling l>ooths in 
the country. It was estimated that a first-rate actor 
might realize alout 8s a night; or about £90 a year. 
The average receipts of the Glolm or Blackfriars, 
after deducting the daily expenses, amounting to 
45s, had been estimated at about £9. 

Authors' profits were derived either from the sale 
of their copyrights or by the proceeds of the second 
night of performance, uftcrwirds changed to the 
third. Shakspeare is said to have received £o for 
Hamlet, but the usual sum for a plav was X'i \2s 
4d.
